Coote’s  English  Schoole-maister  was  designed  as  an  introductory 
manual  on  the  teaching  of  English  for  the  benefit  of  both  pupil 
and  teacher.  It  was  not  intended  that  the  work  should  be  used  in 
the  Grammar  Schools  but  rather  as  a  preparation  for  admittance, 
since  the  Grammar  School  required  a  certain  competence  in  the 
rudiments  of  English  spelling  before  boys  could  be  admitted. 
Coote  makes  it  clear  that  he  also  regarded  his  book  as  a  useful 
instrument  for  those  who  might  care  to  earn  additional  income 
by  teaching  tradesmen  and  artificers:  “he  which  hath  this  Book 
only,  needeth  to  buy  no  other  to  make  him  fit  from  his  letters 
to  the  Grammar-School,  for  an  Apprentice,  or  any  other  private 
Use,  so  far  as  concerneth  English.” 

Coote’s  work  enjoyed  considerable  popularity  during  the 
seventeenth  century:  in  all  fifty- four  editions  appeared  up  to  1737 
(though  copies  of  only  twenty-nine  appear  to  have  survived). 

The  importance  of  Coote’s  spelling-book  for  historians  of 
English  pronounciation  has  been  clearly  stated  by  W.  Horn 
(Anglia,  XXVII,  1905,  479-87)  and  E.  J.  Dobson  (English 
Pronounciation  1500-1700,  Oxford,  1957,  I,  33-37).  But  the  work 
deserves  more  credit,  perhaps,  for  containing  what  amounts  to 
the  first  attempt  at  an  English  dictionary,  and  it  is  worth  noting 
Caw  drey’s  Table  Alphabeticall  (1604)  draws  heavily  on  Coote’s 
glossary. 

No  perfect  copy  is  known:  the  Trinity  College  copy  is 
defective  in  having  the  marginal  notes  on  pages  2-6  shaved  (or 
illegible),  and  the  British  Museum  copy  lacks  the  preliminary 
leaves.  Accordingly,  pages  2-6  are  reproduced  at  the  end  from 
the  British  Museum  copy,  by  permission  of  the  Trustees.

Thcr  men  in  their  writings  gentle  Header)  may 
iuftlyyfc  fuch  ftile,as  may  declare  learning  or  elo¬ 
quence  tit  for  a  fcholcr  :  but  I  am  enforced  of  ne- 
cefsiric  to  afifed  that  plainc  rudencs,  which  may 
beft  fit  the  capacitie  of  thole  perfons,  with  whom  I 
haue  to  dealc.  The  leamedor  fort  arc  able  to  vn- 
derftand  my  purpofc,  and  to  teach  this  treadle 
without  further  diredion,  lam  now  therefore  to 
diredmy  fpecch  vnto  the  vnskilfulJ,  which  defire 
to  make  vfc  of  it  for  their  owne  priuatc  benefit :  And  vnto  fuch  men  and 
women  of  trades  fas  Taylors,Wcaucrs,Shop-kccpcrs,Seamftcrs, and  fuch 
other)  as  haue  vndertaken  the  charge  of  teaching  others.  Giuc  me  leaue 
therefore  ( I  befecch  thee )  to  fpeake  plainly  and  familiarly  vnto  thee,  yea 
Jet  me  intreate  thee  to  giue  diligent  regard  to  thofc  things  which  I  (hall  dc- 
liuer  vnto  thee,  I  fecke  nothing  by  thee,  but  thine  owne  pleafiirc,  cafe  and 
profic,and  the  good  of  thy  fcholcrs.  If  peraduenture  for  two  or  three  day  c§ 
at  the  firft,it  may  feeme  fomewhat  hard  or  ftrange  vnto  thee,  yet  be  not  dif- 
couraged, neither  caff  it  from  thee :  for  if  thou  take  diligent  paines  in  it  but 
fouredayes,thou  fhalt  leame  many  very  profitable  things  tnat  thouneuer 
kneweft,yca  thou  fhalt  know  more  for  the  Englifh  tongue,  then  any  man  of 
thy  calling(not  being  a  Grammarian'in  England  knowethithou  fhalt  teach 
thy  fcholcrs  with  better  commendation  and  profi :  then  any  other^iot  fol¬ 
lowing  this  order,  tcachcth:  And  thou  maieft  If:  on  thy  fhop-bord,at  thjr 
loomesjorat  thy  needle, and  ncuer  hinder  thy  wo ;kc,to  ncare  tliy  fcholcrs, 
after  thou  haft  once  made  this  little  bookc  familiar  vnto  thee.  The  pradife 
and  order  of  ftudiclknowisaftrangervntothcc:yet  muft  thou  now  bee 
fore  that  thou  pafle  not  ouer  any  one  word,  before  thou  well  vndcrftandeft 
it.If  thou  canft  not  findc  out  the  meaning  and  tru  z  vfc  of  any  rule  or  word, 
and  hauing  none  prefent  to  hclpe  thee,  make  amuke  thereat  with  a  pen  or  TbmtNam/l  / 
pin,vnti!l  thou  meeteft  with  your  Minifter,  or  other  learned  fcholcr  of  who  hfpe,  <tndt>ojnt 
thou  maift  enquire :  and  do  not  think  it  aoy  difer  :dite  to  declare  thy  want,  j p,th  the finder, 
being  in  a  ma  tter  pertay  ning  to  Grammar, or  oth  er  fuch  things,  as  thole  of  Cr  mot  to  Le  $n- 
thy  condition, arc  vfually  vnacquainted  with :  rather  afTurc  thy  fclfc,that  al  derjioode. 
wife  men  will  commend  thee,  that  defoxft  knowledge,  wliich  many  reied : 
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The  Prefdce  to  the  Kidder. 

and  they  which  refiife  to  be  dirc&cd,I  know  are  fuch  as  delight  in  their  foe* 
alh  lgnoranccjhkc  Scoggerv  prieft,  who  becaufc  he  h?d  vfed  his  old  Amtum- 
thele  dozen  ycrcs,  would  not  forfake  it,for  the  others  new  Affump- 
ft.-nt*  ,  though  it  were  ncuer  fo  good.  Two  things  generally  you  mi  jft  marks 
for  the  vfc  of  this  bookc :  firft,dic  true  vndcrftanding  of  it  for  the  matter : 
fccondly,  the  manner  of  learning  it,  if  thou  be  oncly  a  fchoIer,thcn  the  or¬ 
der  of  teaching  it,if  thou  bee  alfo  a  teacher.  And  for  the  firft,wherc  I  pre- 
fefle  to  teach  with  farre  more  cafe  and  plcafurc  to  the  learner, and  therforc 
with  greater  fpeede  then  ocher  :vndcrftand  the  rcafon.  Thou  haft  but  two 
principall  things  to  lcame,to  fpcll  truly  any  word  of  one  fy  liable,  and  to  di- 
uidc  truly  any  word  of  many.  For  the  hrft  1  haue  difpofed  fy  Ilablcs  fo  in  the 
firft  booke  (howfbeuer  at  the  firft  fight  they  may  feeme  common)  as  that 
thou  canft  mcetc  none  but  either  thou  haft  it  there  fet  downe,or  at  lcaft  fo 
many  like  both  for  beginning  or  end, as  that  none  can  be  propounded  vnto 
thcc,which  thou  (hak  not  be  skilful  in.  And  I  haue  Io  begun  with  the  eafieft, 
proceeding  by  degrees  mto  harder,  that  the  firft  Icamcd,all  the  other  will 
follow  with  very  little  labour.  Thele  fy  Ilablcs  knownc, becaufc  al  words  be 
they  neuer  fo  long  or  hard  be  made  of  them,  thou  haft  nothing  to  leamc 
but  to  diuide  them :  for  which  1  haue  layd  downc  fo  eafie  Sc  certainc  rules, 
(bciccuc  me  that  haue  tricd)as  that  thou  final t  neuer  erre  in  any  hard  word: 

1  doubt  not,  but  thine  owne  experience  fhal  findc  this  true,  and  fo  my  pro- 
mifc  in  that  point  performed  to  the  full.  Maruaile  not  why  in  this  firft  book 
1  haue  differed  in  writing  many  fy  Ilablcs  fro  the  vfuall  manner,  yea  from 
my  fclfc  in  the  reft  of  the  worke :  as  tempi  without  ( e )f*n  with  one  (»)and 
fl*mspkot.plmmmeti&c.  my  reafon  is,  I  haue  there  put  no  raoc  letters  then 
are  of  abfolute  necefiurie,whcnin  the  reft  I  haue  followed  cuftomc :  yea, 
often  1  write  the  fame  word  diuerfly  (if  it  be  vfed  indifferently)  the  better 
to  acquaint  thee  with  any  kinde  of  writing.  Touching  the  fpecchcs  at  rhe 
end  of  the  i .  i.  4. 7.  and  8.  chapters^egard  not  the  matter  (being  vaiae)buc 
my  purpofe,  which  is  to  bring  thee  to  prcfcnr  vfe  of  reading  words  or  one 
fyllablc,  which  thou  haft  learned  to  fpcll,  and  fb  rhou  maieft  haue  nothing 
in  the  fccond  booke  to  leame,but  only  diuifion  of  words,  and  other  harder 
obficruations.  The  titles  of  the  chapters  and  notes  in  the  margent  (which  I 
would  alwayes  haue  thee  diligently  read  and  marke)  will  make  thefe  things 
more  plaine  vnto  thee. 

Alfo,  where  I  vndertake  to  make  thee  to  write  the  true  Orthographic  of 
any  word  truly  pronounced,  I  muft  meane  it  of  thofie  words,  whofe  writing 
ts  determined :  for  there  are  many  wherein  the  beft  Englilh  men  in  this 
land  arc  not  agree<LAs  fome  write  «Mbr**o,dcnuing  it  from  Other 
,rmc  mA/ttieus,  as  from  the  Latine  mAlttffut.  So  fbmc  write  Germ  AH  from 
the  Larincyfome  GtrmAtm  from  the  French.  Neither  do  I  dealc  with  proper 
names, ftrange  words  of  arte  in  fieuerall  fcicnccs^ior  the  vnknownc  termes 
of  peculiar  countries,  (if  they  differ  from  ordinary  rules )  vnles  fbmetime 
*pon  fbmc  fpcciall  occafion.  I  know  ere  this ,  thou  thirfteft  that  art  a  tea¬ 
cher, to  hcare  how  thou  maieft  with  more  cafe  and  profit  teach  a  hundred* 
*c holer*  then  before  fbruc :  follow  mine  aduife,  and  I  warrant  the  fuccefTe.

tct  every  one  of  thy  fcholcrs  (for  the  beft  thou  haft  (hall  Icame  that  heit 
which  he  ncucr  knew,  neither  needeth  he  any  other  for  Englilh)  prouide 
and  vfe  this  booke :  then  diuidc  thy  fcholcrs  into  2.3  or  4  fo rts,as  thy  num¬ 
ber  is  (for  moc  thou  needeft  not,  although  thou  ha  ft  a  hundreth  fcholcrs) 
and  place  fo  many  of  them  as  arc  ncereft  of  like  fo’*wardncs,in  one  lcflon 
or  forme,  as  in  Grammar  ichooles,and  lo  go  through  thy  whole  number, 
not  making  aboue  foure  companies  at  the  moft :  lo  that  thou  (halt  haue  but 
foure  ledures  to  hearc, though  thou  haft  an  hundreth  lcholers,whcreas  be¬ 
fore  thou  haddeft  fortie  lectures,  though  but  fortie  fcholcrs.  Then  when 
thou  wouldeft  hearc  any  forme, call  them  forth  all,bec  they  ten,twentic,  or 
moc  together :  heare  two  or  three  that  thou  moft  fulpedeft  to  be  moft  neg-» 
ligent,or  of  dulleft  conceit, and  let  all  the  other  attc  nd :  or  let  one  read  one 
line,fcntcncc  or  part,anothcr  the  next,and  lb  through :  lo  that  all  do  fomc- 
what,and  none  know, when  or  what  lhall  be  required  of  him, encourage  the 
moft  diligent  and  tendereft  natures.  And  thus  doubt  not  but  thou  (halt  doc 
more  good  vntotwcntic  in  one  hourc,  then  before  vnto  foure  infcucrall 
lcftons :  for  the  appoling  each  other,  as  I  haue  direded  in  the  end  of  the  1c  - 
cond booke*  emulation, and  (care  of  difcredicc,  will  make  them  enuie  who 
(hall  excell.  By  this  meanes  alfo  euery  one  in  a  higher  forme  lhall  be  well 
able  to  helpc  thole  vnder  him,  and  that  without  Iodic  of  time,  feeing  there¬ 
by  he  repeateth  that  which  he  lately  learned.  Novr  touching  the  framing 
and  fwccre  tuning  of  thy  voyce,  1  haue  giuen  thee  i:his  helpe,  J  haue  added 
for  prole  al  forts  of  ftile  both  dialogue  and  otherrand  for  verfc,  Pfalmes  and 
other  verfes  of  all  the  feucrall  forts  vfoall,which  being  well  taught,wil  frame 
thee  to  the  naturall  reading  of  any  Englilh.  But  here  1  muft  make  earneft 
requeft  vnto  all  carefull  Minifters,  that  as  they  tender  the  good  education 
of  the  youth  in  their  parilhes ,  they  would  fomedmes  repayre  vnto  the 
(cbooles  of  foch  teachers  as  are  not  Grammarians,  to  heare  their  children 
pronounce,  and  to  helpe  ftichwith  their  direction,  that  defire  to  vie  this 
booke  in  their  fehooles:  for  it  is  lamentable  to  lee  into  what  ignorant  hand¬ 
ling  fiUie  little  children  chaunce,  which  (hould  at  the  firft  bee  moft  skilfully 
grounded, which  is  the  only  caule  of  luch  wofull  ignorance  in  fo  many  men 
and  women,  that  cannot  write  without  great  error  one  fontcnce  of  true 
Englilh:  therefore  let  parents  now  bee  w&eYneo  whom  they  commit  their 
children. 

But  to  retume  vnto  my  teaching  trades-man,if  thou  defireft  to  be  enfor- 
med  how  to  teach  this  treadle,  roarke  diligently  the  directions  giuen  in  all 
places  of  the  booke :  and  as  thy  fcholer  is  in  faying  his  leflbn,raarke  what 
words  he  mificth,and  them  note  with  a  penne  or  pinne,and  let  him  repeate 
them  at  the  next  leCture,  and  fovndllhe  bee  pcrfcC^not  regarding  thole 
where  he  is  skilfulL  And  let  his  fellowes  alfo  remember  them  to  appole  him 
in  them  in  their  appofidons.  But  me  thought  I  heard  thee  fay  that  my 
reafons  haue  perfwaded  thee  to  be  willing  to  teach  this :  but  thou  canft  not 
mouc  all  their  parents  to  bee  willing  to  beftow  fo  much  money  on  a  booke 
at  the  fi rib  Tell  them  from  me  that  they  need  buy  no  moc,  and  then  they 
ihall  fauc  much  by  the  bargaine.  But  they  will  re  ply,  that  his  little  yon^ 
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child  wiDhaue  tome  it  before  it  be  halfc  learned.  Thenan(Verhim,thata 
remcdic  is  prouided  for  that  alfo,  which  is  this :  firft,  the  Primer  vpon  the 
fight  hereof,  hath  foamed  his  home  bookes,  according  to  die  order  of 
this  booke,  making  the  moftpart  of  my'fccond  page  the  matter  thereof: 
which  in  mine  opinion  he  did  with  good  reafon:  for  a  child  may  by  this  trea¬ 
dle  almoft  leame  to  (pell  pcrfodly  in  as  little  time,  as  leamc  well  the  other 
home-booke.  But  this  latter  being  firft  learned,  being  the  ground-worke  of 
Ipclhng^all  the  reft  of  this  wotke  mil  be  gotten  with  (mall  labour.Secondly, 
I  haue  fo  dilpofed  the  placing  of  my  firft  booke,thac  if  the  child  (hould  tear* 
out  cuery  lcafc  as  fall  as  be  lcamech  it,  yet  it  (hall  not  bee  greatly  hurtfull, 
for  cuery  new  following  chapter  repeatech  and  teacheth  againe  all  that 
went  before.  I  hope  if  he  bee  a  reafonable  man  that  this  anfwer  will  fuffice* 
Touching  my  Chronologic  and  table,!  haue  before  the  entrance  into  them 
prefixed  me  manner  how  to  vnderftand  the  We  of  them,  wbereunto  I  re- 
ferre  thee,hauing  been  alreadicouer  tedious.  For  the  particular  ordinary 
founding  of  the  letters,  1  wholly  omit,  leauing  ktt>  the  ordering  of  the  tea¬ 
cher,  efpcdal ly  it  being  before  fafficicntlv  and  learnedly  handled  by  ano¬ 
ther.  Thus  haoc  I  fo  plainly  praded  and  lifped  mto  thee,  as  that  I  hope 
thoumderftandcftmy  purpolc,  and  fingle  heart  for  thy  good:  which  if  I 
fo»dechoaaccepceft,Inuypem<liiennire  hereafter  proceede  in  my  courfo 
for  the  eaficand  (peedie  attayning  the  learned  languages,  an  argu¬ 
ment  vrhich  as  it  is  more  pertinent  to  my  profcfsion,  fo  might  it 
rather  be  cxpe&ed  from  me  then  this  poorepamphlec.

Then  marke  how  I  hauc  diuided  theyeares  of  the 
world  into  fiue  parts, called  fiue  periods; w  hich  I  for  plainneffe  fake 
fticke  not  to  call  Chapters,  therefore  I  baginne  mine  accompt  fiue 
times,beft  anfwering  (  as  I  thinke )  thy  demaunds,  when  fuch 
one  liued,  or  fuch  a  thing  done :  for  thou  commonly  moueft  thy 
queftion  one  oftheft  fiue  wayes,eyther  how  long  was  it  after  tnc 
Creation?  or  ho  wc  long  after  the  Floud/  bowc  long  after  the  dc- 
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parture  out  of  v£gyft  and  the  Lawe  giuen  f  How  long  before 
Chrift.^  or  how  long  after  ChrilP  as  thou  thinkeft  it  neareft  one  of 
thefe  times.  If  then  thou  findeft  the  name  thou  feekeft,  and  the 
yeare  let  by  it,  looke  vpvvard  from  thence  to  the  beginning  of  that 
Chapter,  and  thou  (halt  fee  how  long  that  thing  thou  feekeft, was 
from  the  time  mentioned  in  the  Title  of  that  Chapter.  Further  1 
hauc  fet  it  downc  (as  thou  fecit )  in  a  diuerfc  letter,  according  to 
the  dincrfttic  of  the  matter.  If  then  thou  feekeft  for  anything  pro¬
